ganization. 

The Georgia conference, made up of !20 
of Georgia’s outstanding citizenry, will im- 
plement their recommendations through a 
committee which is proceeding rapidly with 
the formation of a permanent organization. 

The consensus statements of both the 
Georgia and ‘Tennessee conferees advocate: 
reorganization and unification of the trial 
courts with a system of specialized minor 
courts; provisions for over-all administrative 
authority for courts; the model plan for ju- 
dicial selection and tenure; improved meth- 
ods of disciplining and removing judges; and 
compulsory retirement with adequate benefits 
for judges. The Tennessee conferees also rec- 
ommended a full-scale review and revision of 
procedural rules.
